THE OTTAWA LETTER 


In this war year Canada ts accept- 
ed as Britain’s equal in guarding the 
fateful’ Atlantic. The Canadian Navy 
guards our shores. Some of our cor- 
vettes and destroyers are off the 
coasts of Africa some are convoy- 
ing Russia bound cangoes through 
the seeming endless waters of Ice- 
land, some are around the West 
Indies, Newfoundland and the Brit. 
ish Ises. The Atantic is vast and 
swarms with U-Boats, so there is 
work to be done in every quarter, 
One Canadian boat on the high seas 
today bears the name “Medicing 
Hat.” 

A single torpedo costs about $10,- 
600. To finance the war effort for a 
year, the Minister needs about five 
and one half billion dollars. It is 
hoped to raise one half of this sum 
by taxation and the other half by 
borrowing about 443 million dollars 
more ‘will be raised by taxation and 
the other half iby taxation this year 
than was raised last year This sum 
will be collected by increased taxes 
on liquors and tobacco and by 
changes in the income tax. i 

In a general way, one-half of the 
income tax of 1942 is to be forgiven 
but the other half and practically all 
of the 1943 tax must be paid during 
1948, 'This will result in bringing, in 
more money during’ thiz-eruicat 
and will establish the “pay as you 
earn system.” :

INTERVIEW WITH CHAIRMAN 

I was at ease just a seocnd after 
being ushered into his office, Donald 
Gordon, Chairman of the Wartime 
Prices ‘and Trade Board, at 41, years of 
uge, a big, dark man, wearing heavy 
glasses, but with a twinkle in his eyes 
and a soft Scotch accent in his speech 
kinda dominates the room the big 
piles of papers and documents on his 
desk, and you like him right away. 

I thought in this last article,, you'd 
like to know something about he 
man who pulls the strings that jug- 
gle your living these days, But he 
didn't want to talk about himself, 
He'd just flown in from Vancouver, 
was busier than heck and said, after 
a little plain gossip, “Fire ahead, 
ask me questions.” So I did. I had 
a few things in my mind that I know 
you have had unanswered, too So 
take his answers, not mine, 

“What, in a nutshell, are the hen- 
enefits to citizens in genera] from the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board?” 
I asked, and he replied. I made actual 
notes, “The savings to consumers of 
the country can roughly be estimated 
at $850,000,000, and to. the taxpayers 
as a whole a similar amount in the 
costs of the war to.date. That's cash, 
but there is a- much greater saving 
in human terms for if inflation were 
to rear its ugly head, money could 
not measure the human misery, to 
say nothing of the effectivenesg of 
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our part in the United Nations’ war 
against ‘Hitler and the Japs.” 
Co-operation in Switch From 
Peace to War 

To my questions if disavantager 
had cropped up, he admitted some 
had, but there were inherent in tho 
switch from a peacetime to war- 
time economy,, and nona that can- 
not be worked out with’ the co-oper- 
ation of primary producers, industry 
and consumers, ° 

Maybe I tried to stymie him when 
I asked if controls, such as price 


ceilings, would stay ofter the war, Y 


permanent or temporary. “That he 
said will be a matter of government 
policy and, in the final analysis ’ for 
the people themselves.” I wanted 
elaboration, Supposing the war lasts 
two or three years more? 

“Insofar as price control is con- 
cerned, it is the creature of gpovern- 
ment, but it will also depend, largely 
upon the future form of the war 
itself and how Canada can best fit 
into an effective part in the offensive. 
If, for instance, parts of conquered 
Europe should be opened up we would 
need to feed starving millions That 
might be one thing. If it’s tools for 
an offensive, that’s another matter, 
We can only take such action as may 
be justified by the day-to-day devel- 
opments, It’s obvious that all of ua 
must be ready to give up much of 
What we have been used to, and in 
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poking men’s places, 
round-house-—a ‘once~ 
to drive engines one day.

Erysipelas; Worms; Anemia, Lice 
and Goitre. 


Hemorrhagic Septicemla is a con- 
tagious disease of Swine and is re- 
sponsible for quite heavy losses in the 
swine herds of this province. It is 
usually characterized by an inflam- 
mation of the lungs or pneumonia, 
and is also known as Swine Plague. 
Young pigs are particularly suscept- 
jible, but animals of any age may be 
|affected. Healthy pigs are quite re- 
sistant to this infection but animals 
|which have had their resistance re- 
|duced by exposure, shipping, para- 
sites, or other disease conditions are 
very susceptible to this disease. 


The cause of Hemorrhagic Sep- 
ticemia is an organism known as the 
jbacillus suisepticus. This organism 
j}has no special powers of resistance 
and is readily destroyed by exposure 
to sunlight, drying or ordinary dis- 
infectants. This germ is frequently 
found in the lungs of normal healthy 
hogs, and appears to cause them no 
inconvenience. This, however, may 
be the reason that pigs which have 
had their resistance reduced from 
other causes frequently develop the 
disease. As a rule the infection en- 
ters the body by being inhaled with 
particles of dust, and is therefore 
more prevalent during dry weather. 


Symptoms: The symptoms of this| 
disease are usually divided into acute 
and chronic forms. In the acute form 
the course is rapid and may prove 
fatal if a few hours. Temperatures 
range from 104 to 106 degrees. Lack 
of appetite, weakness and lassitude 
are noticed, The skin may take on a 
reddish or bluish tinge just before 
death. In the ordinary form . of 
Hemmorhagic Septicemia the usual 
symptoms are those of pneumonia, 
High fever, short dry cough, with 
heavy breathing; discharges from 
nose and in some cases, also from 
the eyes, Constipation and diarrhoea, 
and in some cases, vomiting may be 
|noticed. Affected pigs lie in their 
beds and resent being moved. The 
skin under the throat, the belly and 
around the ears may turn a red or 
bluish colour. Pigs so affected usually 
die or show evidence of improvement 
within a week, or in some -cases 
gradual improvement may be noticed | 
and then they lapse into the chronic | 
form of the disease. The chronic form | 
|usually follows an acute attack; ani- 
mals cough, and gradually lose flesh. | 
|The hair coat is rough and shaggy 
|and they either die or remain perman- 
lently stunted. 


Post Mortems: In post mortems 
held on hogs dying from Hemorrhagic 
Septicemia large portions of. the 
lungs are found to be dark red in 


of this lung is removed it will sink 
in water. The lungs are frequently 
stuck to the chest wall, and small 
hemorrhages may be found in various 
parts of the body. 


Diagnosis: The diagnosis of this 
disease is always difficult and ‘should | 
never be positive unless confirmed by | 
a laboratory examination. 


Treatment: All affected hogs} 
should be isolated from healthy ani- 
;mals, placed on soft, easily digested 
|food and kept in comfortable sur- 
|roundings. In the acute form Anti 
Hemorrhagic Septicemia Serum is; 
jhelpful in the early stages if given} 
in doses of 20 to 30 c.c, per 100 lbs. 
|of pig, injected deeply under the skin. 
This serum is also useful to give} 
{immediate protection to hogs which | 
{have been exposed to an outbreak of 
|this disease, for this purpose 10 to 20/ 
/c.c, injected under the skin is suffici- 
ent. Healthy swine may be protected | 
from this disease by injections of 
Hemorrhagic Septicemia Bacterin. 
This product, however, does not give 
any protection for from seven to ten} 
days after the injection has been 
given and is of no value in the treat- 
ment of sick hogs. 


Prevention: Treatment of sucking 
pigs when six to ten days old with} 
injections of Hemorrhagic Septicemia | 
Bacterin, and repeating these injec- 
tions when the pigs are two and a 
half months old, is recommended for 
the prevention of this disease in| 
swine, If. this policy were adopted 
as a general practice by swine breed- | 
ers this disease could be effectively 
controlled, 


Note: All hog houses, pens, etc., | 
which have been occupied by’ hogs 
suffering from this disease should be 
cleaned and disinfected before being 
used for healthy swine. 


BABY PIG DISEASE 


Pigs from twenty-four to seventy- | 
two hours old show symptoms of | 
shivering, dullness and loss of appe- | 
tite. They have a tendency to burrow 
into the straw, and when. disturbed 
emit a weak, crying squeal. The 
hair coat becomes rough, the skin 
{cold and clammy and finally the pigs 
jlapse into a coma. Death of one or 
all pigs in the litter occurs in from 
\twenty-four to forty-eight hours after 
|the first symptoms. 


Recent investigations have shown| 
that the blood of affected pigs con- 
tains much less blood sugar ‘than 
that of normal pigs. The cause of 
this disease is not known, but it 
}seems to occur more frequently in 
baby pigs which have either been 
staryed or not had sufficient milk 
during the first twenty-four hours of 
life, 


Treatment: Treatment has_ not 
proved very successful except in the 
very early stages. In cases where 
sows do not appear to give enough 
milk. to properly nourish the small 
pigs, hand feeding of pigs with cow’s 
milk spread over a twenty-four hour 
period and continued for three or 
four days until the baby pigs learn

| Three Varieties Of Fresh Water Fish

| Three varieties of fresh-water fish 
|—pickerel, whitefish and lake trout— 
| now require an export permit before 
being shipped from Canada to any 
| destination, the trade and commerce 
| department announced. 

| The order went into effect Jan. 26

That dominating figure of a ‘hina 
leaned ovey his desk as he epoke. as 
Seriously and earnestly, I thought; to 
me as to Mr. Ilsely.
